REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

I I. The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
Smethers (US #6,560.640) teaches bookmark accessing by means of a stored URL, and combines obviously with Mintz (US 
#6,250,930). where a browser ID is maintained concurrently with a URL, for plural browser instances. Applicant argues 
concerning Mintz that filename extensions do not refer to bookmarks, and the browser IP's these might provide are not in 
addition to the URLs. However, the references to file objects that need specialized browsers in Mintz are indeed bookmarks, in 
that they refer to network-accessible multimedia resources, and the claim does not actually reguire separate and disjoint URL- 
browser ID fields. Even were applicant to be correct in this second regard, the plural browser instances in Mintz are such that 
they properly reguire individual identification in order to render properly. Thus, the plural URLs must be accompanied by the 
correct reference to an individual browser, or browser ID in Mintz, and this would also complete the obvious combination with 
Smethers. Specifically concerning Smethers. applicant argues that because the compact bookmark identifier initially used at 
the end-user site does not specify actual URLs, this means that the Smethers reouest does not actually call a stored URL to 
achieve access. However, since the user reguest in Smethers actually does call a URL at a second stage in the processor 
architecture in order to implement a bookmark, a URL is in fact stored in Smethers as part of a bookmark, to read upon the
